Records of the McLaughlin Heights branch Post Office were 
checked by. Mrs.. RUTH ANDERSON and revealed that on October 14, 1943, a 
forwarding’ address was left in the name of Aunt MOLLY JACKSON and GUST 
and IARYPERANGS noth fying the post office that they. had moved from 5819 
D ist South, McLaughlin Heights, to 1219 H East 76th Street, i ne 
Heights, Vancouver, Washington. i: : ~ 

Accordingly, the records of the McLaughlin Heights Rental 
Office furnished by Miss BARBARA TAYLOR, were reviewed. by the writer 
and revealed that GUST STAMOS leased.the apartment located at 1219-H | 
East 76th Avenue, McLaughlin. Heights, on October 12, 1943. STAMOS on 
his application for housing listed his family as follows: |. . 


GUST STAMOS age 1.6 
MARY IDA/PTAMOS age 54 
ya TEW! tT (step son) age 386 , 
. STAMOS also listed the ‘i abortion that he had moved from New York City 
to Vancouver, Washington, in July, 1943. It is also noted that in his 


‘application for housing, he requested to be near JIM GARLAND , who by 


way of information, is known to be a member of the.Vancouver branch of 
the CP. It is noted that GUST STAMOS did not list. the subject under 
the name MOLLY JACKSON as a member of his family and as a resident of 
1219 H East.76th Avenue. In this connection, reference is made to the 
report of Special Agent ALBERT J. KLEIN dated at Philadelphia, Pennsyl~ 
vania, March ahs 1944, in. the case. entitled GUST STAMOS, with aliases,

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Security Matter - ©, wherein it is reflected that the files of the 
Immigration and Naturalization Service in Philadelphia, reflect that 
independent investigations by the Immigration Service regarding GUST 
STAMOS as an applicant for naturalization, revealed that he had been 
living in extra marital relationship with his mother in law, MOLLIE 
JACKSON. The true name of the wife of GUST STAMOS is IDAVWSHAW and not 
MARY IDA STAMOS as he listed in his application for housing in the 
MeLaughlin Heights Project. 


According to the files of the Inmigration Benue, GUST STAMOS 
left his true wife, IDA SHAW in 1931 and in the same year assumed mari-_ 
tal relationship with his mother in law, MOLLIE JACKSON, claiming never 
to have located his legal wife since her departures. It is further noted 


that a Mrs, MOLLIE JACKSON, 25 Broome Street, New York City, executed 


an affidavit in. GUST STAMOS" behalf in, connection with his application 
for naturalization on January 5, 1942. 


Further reference is made to the report of Special Agent 
JOHN E., KEANE dated at New York City March30, 1944, in the case en= 
titled GUST STAMOS, with aliases, Security Matter - © wherein it is 
reflected the Selective Service file of GUST STAMOS’ furnished the infor- 
mation that he was married to IDA SHAW and had separated from her. In 
his Selective Service file GUST STAMOS listed his nearest relative as 
being Mrs. MARY STAMOS, 25 Broome Street, New York City. He also listed 


. the information that from 1940 to 1941 he was employed as a chef by 


MOLLIE JACKSON at 25 Broome Street, New York City, It is believed that 
subject possibly uses the names MOLLIE JACKSON and MARY IDA STAMOS inter- 
changeably and is presently residing in extra marital relationship 

with GUST STAMOS at 1219 H East 76th Avenue, sti accel Heights, Vancou= 
ver, Washington. 


According to the records of the Clerk of the Siashiieg Court, 
Clark County, Vancouver, Washington, GUST STAMOS was issued Certificate 
of Naturalization Ng. 6036172 on November 19, 1943; His true name is 
CONSTANTINOS STAMOSNGTAMATELATOS but by order of the court on November 
19, 1943, his name/was officially charged to GUST STAMOS. The records 
of the court further revealed that MOLLY JACKSON, 1219 H Bast, 76th 
Avenue, McLaughlin Heights, Vancouver,.Washington, and HAZEUGARLAND, 
1216 C Garrison Road, McLaughlin Heights, Vancouver, Washington, .acted 
as witnesses for GUST STAMOS in his application for a ¢ertificate of 
naturalization. By way of information, HAZEL GARLAND is the wife of 
JAMES ARLAND. aiid is Known to Bé a member of the vancouver branch 
of the Gommanest Party. . 
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Mrs, E. He WRIGHT, 1219 E East 76th Avenue, McLaughlin Heights, 
Vancouver, Washington, advised that "Aunt: Molly" lived at 1219 H Hast 
76th Avenue, McLaughtlin Heights, with her husband. No other indivi- 
duals reside at.this address, According to Mrs, WRIGHT the subject is a 


very radical person on all questions and does not limit her radicalism 


to political or economic viewpoints, Mrs. WRIGHT stated people in the 
neighborhood are frankly afraid of the subject,. Subject is not employed 
but acts as a housewife for her husband who is employed as an electri- 
cian at the Kaiser Shipyards in Vancouver, Washington. Mrs, WRIGHT 
further stated sibject is always distributing patriotic literature of 
some nature citing as an example, a pamphlet distributed by the subject 
on how to conserve beef fats for war usés Recently the subject made a 
door to door canvass for money for some patriotic cause the nature of 
which Mrs, WRIGHT could not recall. Mrs. WRIGHT also advised the sub- 
ject is originally from Kentucky although she came to Vancouver, Wash- 
ington, from New York City» ct 


Mrs. E. I. JOHNSON, 1219 A East 76th Avenue, McLaughlin 

Heights, also verified the fact that only the subject and.her husband 
reside at 1219 H East 76th Avenue. - According to Mrs.« JOHNSON, the sub=- 
ject advised her that GUST STAMOS.is her second husband. Mrs, JOHNSON 
knew nothing regarding the subject's ‘possible radical activities in the 
neighborhood since she only recently moved into the neighborhood and 
was not well acquainted with the subject.

out the summer and fall of 1943 and had never met the subject or GUST 
STAMOS at any of the branch meetings, T-1l advised that it was possible 
subject might have attended one of the meetings where there was a large 
attendance and he had not met all of the individuals present but she | 
was apparently not very active in the affairs of the branch or in the 
discussions ensuing at the branch meetings or he would certainly have 


_ noticed her or been introduced to her.

MOLLY JACKSON was interviewed on the pretext of Special 
4&gent LEONARD RAYMOND VINER on June 5, 1944, at which time the following 
information was obtained. . 


: Subject disclosed that she was born at Brushey Branch, Clay 

: County, Kentucky, on October 30, 1880. According to JACKSON, she was a 
very renomed mid-wife in Horse Creek, Clay County and Harlan County, when 
pas she was young. JACKSON further disclosed that she was nationally famous as 
a folk song singer and as a folk song. composer, It was learned from MOLLY 
JACKSON that she was born under the name of MARY MAGDALENE GARLAND and that 
i she later married her first husband, named JACKSON. ‘The subject's first> 

; husband died in a coal mine accident which appeared.to have had quite a 

[ profound effect upon the subject since she numerous times mentioned ‘the 


lack of preventive measures in the ‘coal mines which caused her first hus- 

4 ' band's death and further stated that she wrote several folk songs about the 
hardships endured by the coal miners in Kentucky. According to MOLLY JACKSON, 
she also wrote a very well-lmow folk song about "The Mine Worker's Child," 
Woich related the cruelty of the mine operators, It was very easy to observe 
that MOLLY JACKSON was rather vehement against the treatment by the coal 
operators of the coal miners, > 


1% According to the subject, she had an accident in 1930 when a 
bus belonging to the Toledo Bus Company, Toledo, Ohio, hit her and she was 
rather seriously injured. Later the Subject taught folk music in the 
Washington Square Branch of: New York University in New York City from 1932 

to 1943. During the same period, while she was teaching at New York Univ- 
ersity, JACKSON stated she sang songs on the radio program of the American 
Bh School of the Air for .the Columbia Broadcasting Company. The subject said 
that she has some 240 songs on file at the Congressional Library in Washington 
D.C. According to MOLLY JACKSON, she is a district organizer for the United 
War Relief Agencies at McLaughlin Heights where she resides, and she also 
minds the children of war workers in her community.
